Batter, No. 3, good for }4 pound, 
Saturday, March 27 Coupons 1, 
2 and 3, for butter, are good unti! 
April 30, 


Pink coupons 1 and 2 for sugar, 
and green coupons | and 2 for tea 
or coffee became valid March 6 
Coupons 3 and 4, for tea, coffee and 
sugar will not be valid until April 3. 

There is no expiry date for tea, 
coffee and sugar coupons in ration 
book 2.

Improve The Wheat Crop —

The large surplus of wheat, coup 
led with the sndden war demand for 
more livestock products, has caused 
some persons to think that wheat 
has had its great day, and that now, 
therefore, less attention need be paid 
to wheat, mankind's finest food. 


Thie, I believe, is an entirely 
wrong idea Such investigation as 
| have been able to make into the 
food requirementa of the people of 
the World, convinces me that there 
will be needs for immense quantities 
of wheaten bread when thie war is 
over There will be, of courae, com: 
petition to supply theae needs 
Several wheat growing countries be- 
sides Canada have millions of acres 
upon which they can grow more 
wheat And so once again in the 
future, just as in the past, quality} 
will increase sales. 

Today, therefore, is the time for 
the farmer to lay his plans to im 
prove the quality of his future 
wheat crop Nothing will accom 
plish thie better than for each farm- 
er to sow a few bushels of Registered 
or Certified seed on a few acres of 
clean summerfallowed land. In two 
or three years, a farmer who does 
this, will find a considerable im 
provement in the quality of his 
wheat, which will certainly increase 
hia income If the majority of 
farmers would follow this simple 
and inexpensive plan, then Canada's 
export wheat sales will certainly 
tend to increase

Require Removal 
Of Internal Fats 


Fooda Administration, Wartime 
Priees and Trade Board, has issued 
an order, effective March 2h, re 
juiring anyone who slaughters cattle 
for sale ag beef, to remove at the 
time of slaughter, side, quarter or 
cut of beef offered for sale, the kid 
neys and internal fate. The order 
provides that the slaughterer must 
remove kidney fat, including fat 
adhering to the tenderloin or flanka; 
the internal fats adhering to the 
body cavity known as crotch or 
pelvic fat, as well as the internal 
brisket fats, including fat in the 
heart area which does not adhere to 
the heart when it is removed, and 
iso the cod fat udder and udder fat. 

The order, designed to salvage 
large uantities of beef fata required 
for essential purposes, does not apply 
to carcasses, parts of carcasses or 
cuta of beef frozen before March 2h

She decides that she will put up 6 quarts of jam 
and jelly.

She adds the two amounts of sugar together 
(20 + %) and writes the total (29 pounds) on her 
application, together with the number of persons 
she intends to feed in her own household. To her 
own fully completed application form she attaches 
the application forms of the other persons in her 
household she is planning to feed. Only the in- 
dividual serial numbers need be given on these 
accompanying application forms.

In estimating your canning and jam-making a 
requirements, storage space should be carefully 
considered, Poor storage may cause spoilage 
and waste, Canned fruit should be kept in 


cool, dry, dark place. Don't use canned 
fruits on your table when fresh fruits are 
available. Plan to use your home-canned fruits 
in the winter months only,
